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UNION AUTHORIZES 
COUNTRY-WIDE 0 
STRIKE IF FEDERAL 


MEDIATION FAILS 


International’s President 
Says 250,000 Workers 
Would Be Pulled Out 
If Walkout Material- 


izes. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 26 (AP)—The 
Oil Workers International Union, 
CIO, today “authorized a country- 
wide strike if the present govern- 
ment-sponsored conciliation con- 
ference fails. 

Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach told the conferees at its 
opening yesterday that it “must 
not be permitted to fail.” 

Harvey O’Connor, union public 
relations director, told reporters 
the announcement that a national 
strike had been authorized—an 
announcement read to the concili- 
ators and to reporters—“meant a 
strike.” 

Minutes later O. A. Knight, Fort 
Worth, Tex., union international 
president, burst into the lobby and 
told reporters and his own col- 
leagues that “this doesn’t mean a 
strike has been called—it means 
a strike has been authorized if 
this conference fails.” 


Effect on Farley. 

Immediate effect of the union’s 
announcement on the conference, 
regarded in Washington as testing 
administration postwar labor poli- 
cies, could not be determined. 

Justice William L, Knous of the 
Colorado Supreme Court, presid- 
ing, hurriedly talked with Knight 
and other union officers in the 
hotel lobby, then went into an- 
other closed session with industry 
representatives only. 

Knight refused to tell reporters 
his union membership, saying “we 
have enough to do the job,” but 
O’Connor said a complete walkout 
by this union would affect 250,000 
workers in the industry. 

Companies’ Stand, 

When the conciliation panel's 
meeting with oii industry men 
ended Daniel T. Pierce, assistant 
to the president of the Sinclair 
Refining Co., told reporters: 

“Nothing has been accom- 
plished. The position of both sides 
is unchanged. The panel is seek- 
ing a formula for an over-all set- 
tlement. The union’s only for- 
mula is a 30 per cent wage in- 
crease.” 

Pierce said Justice Knous was 
endeavoring to get the companies 
to “go along on a formula” but 
that “the companies will not 
agree to it.” He added that all 
the companies were “more or less 
committed to a 15 per cent in- 
crease, but they’re not going to 
get one penny above it.” 

Pierce also said the companies 
came to the meeting understand- 
ing that “take home pay was the 
sole issue, but the union is now 
talking about shift differentials, 
closed shop, added holiday pay, 
sick leave and termination pay.”

52 hours pay for 40 hours but 52

3 DOOLITTLE FLYERS PUT 


TO DEATH BY JAP CAPTORS o4j1 Wy pATON 


Of Eight Who Fell Into Enemy’s Hands, One 
Other Died in Prison, Four Were Spared 
and Liberated. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
—Three of the flyers who partici- 
pated in Lt. Gen. James H. Doo- 
little’s raid on Tokyo on April 18 
in 1942, were executed by the 
Japanese, the War Department 
disclosed today. 
This was the first confirmation 
that the three had been put to 
death by their captors although 
the late President Roosevelt an- 
nounced in April, 1943, “with the 
feeling of deepest horror,” that 
some of the raiders had been exe- 
cuted. 
The War Department, on the 
basis of reports from the China 
theater, identified the three as: 
LT. WILLIAM G. FARROW, 
Lakewood, O. 

LT. DEAN HALLMARK, Dal- 
las, Tex. 

STAFF SGT. HAROLD 
SPATZ, Lebo, Kan. 

The executions took place on 
Oct. 15, 1942, at Kiangwan, China,

The bodies were said to have been 


cremated and the ashes turned 
over to the international Red 
Cross. 

Eight of the Doolittle flyers, 
who made their historic flight 
from the carrier Hornet, originally 
were tried and condemned to 
death but sentences of five were 
commuted. 

One of the eight, Lt. Robert. J. 
Meder of Lakewood, O., died in a 
prison camp at Nanking, China, in 
December, 1943, after a 70-day ill- 
ness.

“We believe that there is only 
one way open to us as a nation. 
Every effort must be made imme- 
diately to arrange for the control 
of this weapon by a world author- 
ity which can exercise complete 
and effective control of the pro- 
duction of the essential materials 
and of their use in every country.”

The basic policy statement was 
set forth in a letter from the late 
President Roosevelt to Ambassa- 
dor Norman Armour when he 
went to Madrid last March, 

The letter was made public fol- 


lowing inquiries of Acting Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson at a 
news conference about America’s 
basic policy toward Spain. He said 
he saw no reason why Roosevelt's 
letter should not be given out at 
once. 

Following is the text of Roose- 
velt’s letter: 

“In connection with your new 
assignment as Ambassador to 
Madrid, I want you to have a 
frank statement of my views with 
regard to our relations with Spain. 

“Having been helped to power 
by Fascist Italy and Nazi Ger- 
many, and having patterned itself 
along totalitarian lines, the pres- 
ent regime in Spain is naturally 
the subject of distrust by a great 
many American citizens who -find 
it difficult to see the justification 
for this country to continue to 
maintain relations with such a 
regime, Most certainly we do not

New York’s Big Garment Industry

NEW YORK, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
More than a million and a half 
New Yorkers—by police estimate 
—were kept from their jobs or 


otherwise affected today by Man- 
hattan’s spreading strike of ele- 
vator men and building service 
workers. 

The city’s billion dollar garment 
and fur industry was virtually 
shut down. An embargo was 
clamped on all incoming express 
shipments to Bronx and Manhat- 
ton. 

With the walkout in its third 
day, there was no indication that 
either union leaders or representa- 
tives of building owners were giv- 
ing ground. The union stood by 
its threat to extend the strike to 
an estimated 1200 apartment build- 
ings if necessary, 

David Sullivan, president of Lo- 
cal 32-B of the AFL Building and 
Service Employes’ International 
Union, said after a union meeting 
this morning that officials would 
meet again tonight to consider “a 
general strike” involving all four 
boroughs. The walkout now is 
confined to Manhattan and the 
Bronx.

If there is 
any difference of opinion among 
the Allied powers, he conceded in 
answer to a question, the policies 
of the United States will govern. 
This was provided for, he said, in 
the instructions sent to MacArthur 
on Sept. 6. 

If the Russians, for instance, dis- 
agree with any of MacArthur's 
actions, he said, the Soviet repre- 
sentative in Tokyo would confer 
with the American general, If this 
was not satisfactory, he continued, 
the Russians could come to the 
President. Other Allied. nations 
concerned, he said, could present 
their views to the joint chiefs of 
staff. 

Fate of Jap Fleet. 

Disposition of the Japanese fleet, 
he said, would probably be made 
by a reparations commission, sim- 
ilar to the one set up for Germany, 
which decided that this country, 
Great Britain and Soviet RuS&sia 
should each have a third of the 
fleet, 

The President said that he knew 
of no plans for MacArthur to come 
to this country for consultation or 
for another Big Three meeting of 
himself, Prime Minister Attlee and 
Generalissimo Stalin.

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SENATE APPROVES 
LEGISLATION 10 
SPUR ENLISTMENT 
IN ARMED FORGES 


Bill Goes Back to House 
for Consideration of 
Changes — Army and 
Navy Leaders Seek List 
of Inducements. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
The Senate passed by a voice vote 
today legislation designed to spur 
voluntary enlistments in the 
armed forces. 

This action sent the bill back to 
the House, which has approved it, 
341 to 0, for consideration of sev; 
eral changes made by the Senate. 

Both Army and Navy leaders 
asked Congress for the long list of 
enlistment inducements. They 
want to try out voluntary recruit- 
ing before revising the Selective 
Service Act, or deciding upon size 
of the postwar Army. 

Before passage of the bill, the 
. Senate rejected a proposal to add 
$25 to the monthly pay of all men 
and officers in the armed services. 
By a 64 to 13 vote, it defeated an 
attempt by Senator Morse (Rep.), 
Oregon, to amend the volunteer 
enlistment bill to grant the in- 
crease. Morse argued that plans 
to raise a volunteer Army and 
Navy—and end the draft—would 
fail unless men were offered high- 
er pay. 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, floor manager for the bill, 
prottested that the Morse pro- 
posal would go to the “admirals, 
the generals” and everyone else. 

Earlier the Senate voted to per- 
mit soldiers with as much as six 
months’ service to re-enlist for as 
short a time as one year. 

It overrode by a vote of 63 to 16 
a War Department request that 
this minimum re-enlistment be 18 
months. The 18-month provision 
had been written by the Senate 
Military Committee into a bill de- 
signed to encourage volunteer en- 
listments. It passed the House 
with a one-year provision for six- 
month veterans. 

Arguing for one year, Senator 
Revercomb (Rep.), West Virginia, 
told the Senate, “The more attrac- 
tive we make re-enlistment, the 
sooner our drafted men can come 
home and the sooner we will have 
@ volunteer army.” 

But Senator Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota, contended _ that 
short volunteer enlistments meant 
that many drafted men would not 
get home, because these new en- 
listments would expire while there 
still was need for soldiers. 

A lively debate was touched off 
yesterday by Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, who recently 
retired as a major in the Army to 
accept an appointment to the Sen- 
ate. He said the Administration 
measure for stepping up volunteers 
does not offer enough pay com- 
pared with civilian life. 

“Until that is done the volunteer 
plan won’t be given a fair trial,” 
Knowland said. 

Chairman Elbert D. Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Military Com- 
mittee and floor leader for the 
bill already passed by the House, 
answered critics of the measure. 

“These are the most liberal in- 
ducements ever offered for volun- 
teers in the Army and Navy in 
the history of this country,” 
Thomas said. 

Defense of the Administration 
measure came from a Republican, 
Senator Gurney, South Dakota. 
He said the average soldier's base 
pay was $75 a month and that 
food, clothes and lodging added 
another $114 monthly. 

“Actual pay is worth about 
$2000 a year,” he said. “That is 
more pay than many policemen 
get. It is not a menial job.” 
Gurney said Congress would be 
unfair if it paid peacetime volun- 
teers more than drafted soldiers 
received for actual combat. 

Navy Not Planning to Abandon 
Point Discharge System. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
The Navy has no present inten- 
tion of abandoning its point sys- 
tem of discharges, despite Army 
plans to deviate from its program 

in late winter. 

However, V. Adm. Louis E. Den- 
feld told the House Naval Com- 
mittee in a statement today, the 
Navy may lower the number .of 
points necessary for release. He 
indicated that departures from 
the point system will be made 
only in hardship cases.

Hungarian Jewess, testified that 
an 8.8. woman guard brutally 
aggre a mother found talking to 
hér daughter through wire sepa- 
rating the compounds at Oswie- 
cim., 

The witness, who explained that 
the wire was electrically charged 
and prisoners not allowed to talk 
to each other through it, said Irma 
Grese, the guard, flayed the pris- 
oner until her chest was bleeding.. 

Miss Stein pointed accusingly 
at nine of the 45 defendants, iden- 
tifying by name the Grese woman 
and Belsen camp commandant, 
Josef Kramer, as those whose bru- 
tality she witnessed at the Belsen 
and Oswiecim camps. 

She had been sent to the camps 
for being a Jewess. 

Kramer and Grese, she said, se- 
lected the victims for the gas 
chamber, adding that the former 
beat prisoners “because they cried 
or were too slow getting in the 
truck.”

NEW PLANE HAS 
BOTH PROPELLER, 
JET PROPULSION 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
The Navy revealed the FR-1 
Fireball today—the first war plane 
using both jet and conventional 
engines with a propeller. 

The Fireball incorporates other 
firsts, including a tricycle land- 
ing gear accepted for aircraft 


carrier use. 

In the nose, is a conventional 
Wright engine of 1350 horse- 
power. A General Electric 9-16 
Thermal jet engine is in the tail. 
The engines can be used simul- 
taneously, or it will fly on either. 

Speed of the Fireball was not 
disclosed, but is is one of the 
fastest aircraft made. Its per- 
formance varies 
level to 25,000 feet. The efficiency 
of the jet increases as that of the 
conventional engine declines in a 
climb, Rate of climb is approx- 
imately a mile a minute, making 
it one of the fastest known. 

The plane was demonstrated at 
Anacostia (D., C.) Naval Air Sta- 
tion, with Al Conover, Ryan Aero- 
nautical Co.’s chief test pilot, at 
the controls. Ryan built the plane. 

The Fireball has been in pro- 
duction for some time and one 
squadron is in training with it. 
The plane was not ready for com- 
bat before the end of hostilities.

‘Oligarchs,’ .Give Rule 
to People.

TOKYO, Sept. 26 (AP)—A pro- 
posal that Emperor Hirohito with- 
draw from Japanese politics—to 
rid himself of a political clique— 
but continue as Japan’s spiritual 
leader, was advanced today by a 
member of the House of Peers, 
Marquis Yoshichika Tokugawa. 

“Democratic government is im- 
possible in Japan,” Tokugawa said 
in an interview, “without eliminat- 


ing the clique around the throne” 
and other “oligarchs.” 

Tokugawa predicted there would 
be such a clique so long as the 
emperor participated in politics. 

He proposed that Hirohito re- 
store the throne to the role it 
played in the Tokugawa shogu- 
nate, when the emperor “could not 
and did not enter politics.” Under 
such a policy, he said, full politi- 
cal authority would be given a 
democratic government. 

He asserted that “the Japanese 
people will be satisfied” as long as 
the emperor remains the spiritual 
head of the nation. 

Tokugawa attracted attention 
throughout Japan recently by at- 


tempting twice to resign his peer- 
ship. 

I intend to campaign actively | 

‘ the overthrow of current oli-| 
garchs,” he explained, “and I 
wanted the people to be convinced 
of my sincerity.” 

He said elder statesmen, privi-. 
leged classes and bureaucrats were | 
preventing the development of 
democracy. | 

“They can be overthrown in a) 
bloodless revolution by the Japa-| 
nese themselves,” Tokugawa as- | 
serted, He said the people alone | 
were not strong enough to carry) 
through such a revolt. He pro- 
posed such a movement be con- 
ducted by leaders in all fields out- 
side of politics, who then would 
hand over the government to rep- 
resentatives of the people, 

Tokugawa said Koichi Kido, 
Lord Keeper of the Privy Seal, and 
Vice Premier Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye were “two of the strong- 
est oligarchs today and the people 
won't be satisfied until they are 
eliminated from the public scene.”

STREET FIGHTING IN SAIGON 
CONTINUES INTO THIRD DAY 


Annamite Forces Burn Market Place as 
British Forces Attempt to 
Curb Uprising. 


By VERN HAUGLAND 
SAIGON, Indochina, Sept. 
(AP)—Annamites who kidnaped 
41 Europeans and possibly killed 
10 yesterday, burned down their 
market place last night. The spec- 
tacular fire, a few blocks from 
the city’s center, raged uncon- 
trolled through Saigon's largest 
market place—a colorful. collec- 
tion of booths and sheds. 

(This dispatch, possibly cen- 
sored, failed to identify the An- 
namites as independence-seeking 
forces. A dispatch from Saigon 
yesterday said they were demand- 
ing immediate freedom from 
French control. British and Chi- 
nese troops have moved into In- 
dochina to maintain order until 
such time as French forces take 
over. Yesterday's dispatch said 


the British fired mortars and 
heavy machineguns on the Anna- 
mites. 

(Annamite is the name of a na- 
tive race which comprises about 
75 per cent of the Indochinese 
population.) 

Occasional Street Fights. 

Occasional street battles were re- 
ported. But by midafternoon, the 
British had cleared a large num- 
ber of native-placed roadblocks 
from many parts of the city. 

British officials said there was 
no leadership or co-ordination in 
the uprising. 

The British also disclosed that 
part of the French force defend- 
ing Saigon—rearmed former 
French war prigoners—had been 
withdrawn because they lacked 
the training required for security 
and effective control. 

Friction between those French 
and Annamites was reported as 
particularly great. 

French who gathered in excited 
clusters watched the flames and 
charged that the Annamites stole 
Saigon’s fire engines three days 
ago and now were engaged in car- 
rying out their threat to burn the 
city to the ground. 

Annamites formerly composed a 
fire brigade which they now had 
abandoned, leaving the city with- 
out firemen. 

British Officer Kidnaped. 

Two platoons of British troops 
driving across the northern part 
of the city Tuesday afternoon. res- 
cued 31 of the 40 Frenchmen kid- 
naped by Annamites, a_ British 
headquarters spokesman an- 
nounced. 

The British said nine were miss- 
ing and probably killed. 

They said first reports did not 
make it clear whether women and 
children were involved, but one 
French officer said he wag posi- 


tive that some women and chil- 


24 dren had been kidnaped. 


The British also reported the 
(kidnaping of a British officer, a 
former prisoner of war. He still 
was missing at nightfall. 


Fighting went on into the third 
consecutive day, and was the most 
widespread since unrest became 
riotous on Sept. 2. Annamites took 
over arms from surrendering Jap- 
anese at that time. 

_ They attacked the French, kill- 
ing seven. 

Indian guards said that last 
night’s market place fire was 
clumsily set. They added that 
they saw Japanese soldiers in the 
vicinity when the fires flared up. 

The fighting Tuesday occurred 
in all areas of the city except the 
center of the French sector. 


Food Shortage Impending. 


Annamites seized a slaughter 
house in mid-afternoon, leaving 
the city meatless, 

An estimated four-day supply of 
fresh foodstuffs were left on Tues- 
day, but last night's fire may have 
destroyed much of it. The city’s 
rice stock, however, could last for 
four months. 


Maj. Gen. Douglas Gracey, com- 
mander of the British Saigon Con- 
trol Commission, summoned Japa- 
nese Gen. Numata on Tuesday 
afternoon and informed him that 
if he did not carry out instruc- 
tions to maintain order, it would 
prejudice the return of his troops 
to Japan. 


Saigon was a city without lights, 
water and electric power for the 
second day but electricity was re- 
stored Tuesday night. Civilians 
again remained overnight in the 
corridors of guarded hotels. 

The 40 French were § seized 
shortly after noon on the streets 
and from their homes in the 
northern part of the city—which 
Japanese are charged with guard- 
ing. 

A British patrol, consisting of 
two Indian platoons, pushed 
across an arroyo and through the 
northern sector, recovering 31 of 
the kidnaped men by midafter- 
noon. British officials said that 
as the patrol advanced the natives 
discarded their weapons and fled. 

British destroyed a number of 
foot bridges which natives had 
thrown across the arroyo to gain 
easier access to the city from the 
north. 

The kidnaped British officer 
was seized in the northwestern 
part of the city while talking 
with a Frenchman. The French 
resident escaped and reported to 
Japanese officers who informed 
the British. 

Sporadic sniping was reported 
in the northwestern sector, and 
Ghurkas reported some house-to- 


house infiltration in the central 
sector of the city. 


COCHRAN LEADS FIGHT 
ON SHIP SALE CLAIMS 


House Defeats Effort to Tap 
Treasury for Millions in 
Behalf of Promoters.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—Led 
by Representative John J. Coch- 
ran of St. Louis, the House of 
Representatives yesterday turned 
back again an effort to tap the 
treasury for millions of dollars in 
behalf of promoters who sold 
seven ships to the Government at 
the time of World War I. 

The question came before the 
House this time on a proposed 
rule which would have permitted 
consideration of a bill authorizing 
the promoters, George A. Carden 
and Anderson T. Herd, to appeal 
to the Supreme Court from an ad- 
verse decision in the Court of 
Claims. Cochran, in the debate 
on the proposed rule, carried the 
burden for its opponents and won, 
147 to 142. 

Carden and Herd bought the 
ships from their Austrian owners 
a day before we entered the war 
in 1917, and two days later sold 
them to a syndicate. The sale to 
the syndicate was set aside, how- 
ever, when the Government 
bought the ships for use in the 
war. 

Their claim is based on the 
profits they might have made had 


they been permitted to operate 
the ships, as was provided in their 
deal with the syndicate. Orig- 
inally about $7,000,000, the claim, 
with interest, amounts now to 18 
or 20 million dollars. 

Cochran told the House Carden 
and Herd handled the transaction 
without putting up any money. 
themselves, and had received 
back, not only what the ships 
cost, but $550,000 as profit. 

“It seems to me,” he said, “that 
they were well paid for ships they 
had in their possession only a 
month.” 

He pointed out that the ships 
had been impounded in American 
waters for three years before we 
entered the war, and that the 
transaction with Carden and Herd 
was arranged by the Austrian 
owners when they knew that we 
were about to enter the war.

A strike which would shut off 
electric power in St. Louis and 
the surrounding area was threat- 
ened today as a result of a dis- 
pute between the CIO Tri-State 
Utility Workers’ Union and the 
Union Electric Co., over enforce- 
ment of a maintenance of mem- 
bership clause in the union con- 
tract. 

More than 700 members of the 
union, meeting last night at Hotel 
DeSoto, passed a resolution asking 
the National Labor’ Relations 
Board to conduct a_ strike vote, 
and gave union officers the power 
to call a strike as soon as the 
vote is taken. At the meeting, 
union officers denounced the 
management of Union Electric for 
allegedly engaging in _ tactics 
aimed at smashing the union or- 
ganization, and _ specifically for 
failing to enforce a clause in the 
union contract which provides 
that members of the union shall 
remain in good standing as a con- 
dition of employment by the com- 
pany. 

The union, once independent, 
was absorbed by the CIO United 
Utility Workers. The contract of 
the formerly independent union, 
which expires next April 1, was 
taken over by the CIO union. 
Some 805 members of the union, 
dissenting from the action which 
affiliated the group with the CIO, 
are delinquent in their dues. The 
union claims to have a total mem- 
bership of 2400. 

Complicating the situation is 
the fact that some Union Electric 
employes are members of two 
AFL unions, the Operating En- 
gineers and the Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. These unions

Statesmanship of Ministers. 


It may be premature to pass 
Judgment upon the statesmanship 
of the foreign ministers them- 
selves. Three of them are without 
prior experience in international] 
affairs. But it is already apparent 
that the technical preparation for 
this all-important peace confer- 
ence was entrusted to officials 
who have proved’ themselves 
grossly incompetent. The depu- 
ties, and their assistants, were 
selected as technicians. It should 
be the obligation of diplomatic 
technicians before any conference 
to make sure that there is prior 
agreement upon the agenda and 
upon procedure, and that the par- 
ticipating governments fully know 
each other’s views concerning the 
subject matter to be negotiated. 
Unless these elementary precau- 
tions are taken the success of 
any conference is jeopardized in 
advance. No such precautions 
were taken before the London 
meeting. The United States should 
not have attended the council 
meetings until they had been 
taken. 

The Big Five have given the 
smaller powers no right to select 
representatives to take part in the 
negotiations. All that has been 
decided is that the major powers 
may “seek the views” of other 
nations “directly concerned” in 
any given settlement. The result 
of such undemocratic procedure 
should readily have been foreseen.

upon these subjects of the repre- 
sentatives of countries so “directly 
concerned” in the Italian treaty 
as the Ukraine and New Zealand.

Public Should Know. 


Public opinion should fully 
understand what is going on. 

The discussion of the Italian 
treaty has made it clear that 
the major powers, with the ex- 
ception of the United States and 
China, are giving a display of 
power politics in its rawest 
form ‘By staking out claims in 
the Red Sea and in the Mediter- 
ranean, the Soviet government 
is attempting to horse trade the 
Western powers into letting it 
dominate the Balkans and large 
areas in central and eastern 
Europe which it considers legi- 
timately within its sphere of in- 
fluence. Great Britain is trying 
to regain its ancient position by 
reconstituting a balance of 
power. The French government 
is mistakenly attempting to use 
the Italian negotiation as a 
means of obtaining agreement 
to its intrinsically just ‘demand 
for security along the Rhine. 
The American delegate has al- 
ready completely reversed him- 
self on one basic issue and has 
thereby gravely weakened the 
authority of this government. 

The objective sought by the 
American people is the conclusion 
of a treaty with Italy which is in- 
herently just, and which will help 
to establish a peaceful Europe 
which is both politically and eco- 
nomically stable. That objective 
is in the direct interest of the 
United States. It also represents 
the highest interest of the peoples 
of Europe. 

The time has arrived for tough 
and realistic diplomacy on the 


’ part of the United States. There 


is no European nation which 
does not know that European re- 
construction is impossible with- 
out full American co-operation 
and without prolonged American 
help. 


Dangers in Italy. 

If the five powers delay reach 
ing an agreement upon the Ital. 
ian treaty, or if a treaty is 
agreed upon. which proves to be 
a shoddy compromise based nei- 
ther upon justice nor common 
sense, the present democratic 
government of Italy will topple 
and anarchy within Italy will 
break out. } 

The peoples of Europe confront 
the worst winter in their history. 
They face hunger, cold and gen- 
eral unemployment. Widespread 
social and economic disorders are 
inevitable. If the European peo- 
ples now learn that the govern- 
ments of the United Nations are 
unable to co-operate effectively in 
laying the foundations for a new 
and better order, the measure of 
the resulting upheaval staggers 
the imagination. 

This is the moment for respon- 
sible American leadership. 

We seem to be heading for a 
catastrophe. If it takes place it will 
be our own short-sightedness, and 
our own incapacity to play the 
cards which we have in our hands 


that will be largely responsible.

SKANEATELES, N.Y., Sept. 26

P. Patterson recommended last 
night that the United States main- 
tain sufficient armed power to 
“guarantee the peace.” 

At Skaneateles’ homecoming 
celebration honoring Gen. Jona- 
than M. Wainwright, liberated 
hero of Bataan and Corregidor, 
Patterson declared: 

“Today the United States has 
world leadership, a _ leadership 
which could not have _ been 
achieved without its armed power. 
. « « That leadership, that armed 
power, is necessary to guarantee 
the peace.... 

“To the heroic survivors of 
Bataan, Corregidor and Japanese 
prison camps—and to their brave 
comrades who did not survive— 
we owe the duty to maintain the 
future peace of the United States.” 

Wainwright similarly urged 
preparedness in his response, de- 
claring that “we shall be false to 
our trust if we refuse to keep 
America strong.” 

The general led a two-mile pa- 
rade of patriotic units from this 
community and 17 others. He then 
joined Patterson, in the reviewing 
stand immediately before the din- 
ner at which they spoke.

MAJORITY of the scientists who participated in development of 
the atomic bomb believe the new weapon confronts the United 
States with a deadly peril which the general public has failed to 
realize, Howard W. Blakeslee, science editor of the Associated Press 
He won a Pulitzer prize in 1937 as a science

“Those who have discussed defense with me say that as scien- 
tists they can offer no hope of a specific defense against the atomic 
bomb,” Blakeslee told the Nashville Rotary Club. 


“Most scientists who worked on 
the atomic bomb believe that the 
world has changed and the public 
does not realize this,” he contin- 


ued. 

Blakeslee said the scientists 
“fear we face a deadly peril un- 
less the public understands.” 

His estimate of scientific 
thought was based on talks with 
a small percentage of about 1000 
research workers who were con- 
nected with development of the 
bomb, 


Canvass of Views. 


In those discussions, Blakeslee 
said he had assiduously inquired 
each researcher’s opinion of the 
views generally held by a majority 
of his fellow scientists. 

That majority opinion, Blakeslee 
asserted, is that “by using more 
bombs, larger bombs and more ef- 
ficient bombs it will be possible 
in the near future to destroy com- 
pletely the bulk of the population, 
industry and military strength of 
any nation within a few days. 
Moreover, aviation and rocket de- 
velopments might enable this to 
be done in a few hours without 
the possibility of effective retalia- 
tion.” 

“The Only important difference 
of opinion I haye found among 
scientists,” Blakeslee continued, 
“is the length of time before other 
nations will be able to make 
atomic bombs without benefit of 
our own secrets of fabrication. 

“The estimates of this delay 
range from two to 20 years. None 
of these delays is based on secrets 
about the principles of a bomb. 
Twenty years is the minimum 
time estimated for other countries 
to be able to develop an industrial- 
ization comparable to that of the 
United States. 


May Find Shortcut. 


“The short period estimates are 
based upon the possibility, per- 
haps remote, but always inherent 
in science, that someone else may 
find a short cut. 

“Without any exception that I 
found, the scientists worked on 
the bomb with misgivings con- 
cerning the ultimate effects. They 
say that therefore they have been 
thipking about the situation long- 
er than their fellow Americans, 
and they are anxious to present 
to the public their views concern- 
ing the implications of the atomic 
bomb.” 


The concensus among research 


workers is that the best means 
of guarding the nation against a 
sudden, overwhelming atomic 
bomb attack is not to be found 
simply in the development of more 
and better bombs by the United 
States, Blakeslee said. 

“Some of these scientists, par- 
ticularly among the younger men, 
are somewhat emphatic in declar- 
ing that those who advocate that 
the secret of the atomic bomb can 
be kept are misleading our own| 
people rather than other coun-| 
tries,” he continued. 

“Some of these men say 
would be foolish to suppose that 
scientists and engineers of the 
other countries would not be able 
to redevelop at least one of the 
methods which we have used, or 
to develop new methods. They 
add that even nations with less 
resources will be able to produce 
atomic bombs within two to five 
years.

Against High Union Wages 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Referring to your recent editorial, “Be- 
hind the Battle of Detroit”: There is a 
prevailing opinion among labor leaders, 
shared to some extent by members of 
Congress and the public, that high wages 
in industgy are the open road to a pros- 
perous national economy. 

Thus all that is needed to insure con- 
tinued employment and a high degree 
of business activity is the maintenance 
or an increase in the present inflated 
wartime wage scale. This, say the la- 
bor leaders, will better enable workers 
to absorb the production of their plants; 
make certain continued production and 
minimum unemployment. 

There is no greater fallacy than this, 
nothing so packed with dynamite that 
may eventually result in a complete 
shambles of our national] economy. High 
wages are always the result, not the 
cause, of a prosperous economy. They 
are merely a concomitant part of this 
condition which has its origin in a wide- 
spread and an urgent need for goods and 
gervices, as in the late war. 

This implies a high degree of purchas- 
ing power among all the people, not just 
a few employed in unionized industry. 
We are now facing an extended period 
of low national purchasing power. Any- 
thing like high wages in unionized in- 
dustry is certain to result in increased 
unit costs in building, autos, everything 
now so urgently needed in and about the 
home. 

The result will be either a diminish- 
ing market or a stoppage of enterprise, 
accelerating the decreasing spiral of 
purchasing power among the people. To 
prevent a serious business depression, 
what will be needed from now on are 
low unit costs, Let labor leaders then 
beware of excessive wage rates, for upon 
them now rests the main responsibility 
of either preventing or accelerating a 
business depression. 

If in union labor alone rested all the 
purchasing power of the nation, then 
there might be some excuse for high 
wages, But there is an immensely vast 
array of consumers who are not affect- 
ed by high wages, only as they find that 
their purchasing power grows smaller 
and smaller in proportion as industrial 
wages are high, finally resulting in a 
completely crippled and sluggish nation- 
a] economy.

Hot-Box of Germany 


As Military Governor of Bavaria, Gen. Patton 
is not only pursuing policies at odds with those 
laid down by Gen, Eisenhower, but is also show- 
ing that he has been badly briefed as to the 
meaning of the war. He has today been sum- 
moned to the carpet by Gen. Eisenhower. 

Admittedly ignorant of politica—however ex- 
pert he is as commander of armored divisions 
—Patton’s administration of Bavaria has caused 
the province to be termed the political hot-box 
of Germany. Its German officlaldom teems with 
Nazis and reactionaries, 

But this does not worry Patton who, according 
to our correspondent, Edward P. Morgan, recent- 
ly said the only alternative to the current 
Bavarian civil regime is ‘‘anarchy” and, besides, 
he thought that rigid de-Nazification was the 
bunk, anyway, because most party members be- 
came Nazis because they had to do so, 

In an interview last Saturday, Patton likened 
the struggle in Germany between Nazis and anti- 
Nazis to a contest between Republicans and 
Democrats in the United States. Evidently, his 
knuckles were sharply rapped by Gen. Elisen- 
hower, for yesterday Patton apologized for the 
unfortunate comparison, retracted his airy re- 
marks of Saturday and promised that he would 
apply complete de-Nazification ‘‘as quickly as 
we possibly can and as ruthlessly as necessary.” 
We shall see. 

At the top of the German civil list in Bavaria 
is Minister-President Fritz Schaeffer, who pre- 
tends to be an anti-Nazi but actually was a 
fellow-traveler of Hitler. He was placed in pow- 
er originally by the ineffable Col. Keegan, 
former Bronx politician, but he is being retained 
by Patton and Keegan’s successor, Col. Dalferes. 
The kind of official following that falls in 


_Schaeffer’s train is exactly the kind that makes 


anti-Nazi Germans wonder if. the United States 
knows what it fought for. 

As long ago as May 25, writing from Bavaria, 
Raymond Daniell of the New York Times pointed 
out that many Germans “have expressed disap- 
pointment ... over what seems like tardiness 
on the part of American officials” in cleaning out 
Nazi officials. He said that these Germans, 
“who thought the advent of American troops 
would end the Nazi regime at one swoop, are be- 
ginning to become disillusioned, disheartened and 
afraid to co-operate with the occupying authori- 
ties.” How much more disillusioned must they 
be in late September when the uriginal “tardi- 
ness” appears to have become a settled American 
policy! 

It is characteristic of military men to give 
undue emphasis to “order” and “authority” as 
an alternative to what Patton calls “anarchy,” 
even when “order” and “authority” mean con 
tinued control by enemy influences and when 
“anarchy” merely means that difficult period 
when democratic forces are schooled and per- 
mitted to take over. 

Gen. Patton, by his own confession a political 
illiterate, and other military men like him, 
should not be permitted to jeopardize the fruits 
of victory by pursuing a course that glorifies 
Nazis and bewilders German elements who 
should be encouraged. As Walter Lippmann said 
the other day: “For Germany and Japan, we 
shall almost certainly have to come to the ap- 
pointment of civilian high commissioners, able to 
interpret United States policy and vested with 
authority over the occupation.” 


For the immediate future, Gen. Patton’s course ° 


should be carefully scrutinized and he should 
be held sternly to a de-Nazification policy, lest 
the Bavarian hot-box burst into flame. 
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A New Floor for the Lowest Wages 

Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach has joined 
the many spokesmen urging an increase from 40 
to 65 cents in the minimum hourly rate under 
the Federal Wage-Hour Act. He does so with a 
statement that should convince the doubters who 
purport to fear such a step as an entering wedge 
for inflation. 

In reality, as Mr. Schwellenbach shows, it 
would be a safeguard against deflation, in pro- 
tecting the incomes of the lowest-paid worker 
group covered by the act. Only a small percent- 
age of them receive less than 50 cents an hour 
now. It is an economic axiom that in: time of 
recession, the hourly rates and total earnings of 
low-paid workers decline more rapidly than those 
in the higher brackets. This was the experience 
after the First World War and in the depression 
of the ’30s. Such declines mean hardship for 
the neediest families, and a decline in buying 
power that reacts against business. These groups 
are rarely represented by effective unions, so 
the move to bolster their welfare has nothing to 
do with the wage agitation that has produced the 
present strike wave. 

Since the proposal applies only to workers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, it heightens the 
contrast with the inadequate scales in states 
which lack minimum wage laws. While a 65- 
cent wage floor is urged in connection with the 
Federal law, the Missouri Legislature declines 
to fix even a 40-cent floor to protect this State’s 
workers. Certainly such a broad gap as that 
cannot be tolerated on either economic or 
humanitarian grounds. 
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What Tax on Intangibles? 

At what rate should Missouri tax intangible 
property, asks the Government Research In- 
stitute in a bulletin just issued, and what kinds 
of property should be included and excluded? 

By way of exclusion, the institute makes a 
good case for exempting corporation dividends, 
just as corporation stocks were exempt from the 
old property tax. Otherwise, dividends, which 
are already taxed twice by the Federal Govern- 
ment and at least once by the State, will be bur- 
dened with still another surtax. The added bur- 
den would tend to discourage the much-needed 
chance-taking investment on which expanded in- 
dustrial production and employment depend. 

Rather than the maximum intangibles levy of 
8 per cent on the yield allowed in the new Con- 
stitution, the institute favors 4.5 per cent, which 
is calculated to produce about as much revenue 
as the former tax on the principal value of in- 
tangibles. That recommendation may disappoint 
people who thought the new tax was supposed to 
produce greater returns. Perhaps, indeed, it 
could, 

There is some danger, however, that the Legis- 
lature, proceeding in the present uncertainty, 
may inadvertently set a rate that would drive 
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investments from the State or into tax-free 
securities. As a strictly short-run proposition, 
therefore, we are disposed to agree with the 
institute. 

After a year or two of experience with the 
new tax, however, the Legislature should re- 
examine its contribution. This much is already 
obvious: The intangibles tax is now levied not 
on property but income from property. Hence, 
for the sake of simplicity, it should presently be 
brought into the system of State income taxation. 
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A New Diplomacy Needed 


There is an unrealistic element of surprise in 
certain sections of the British and American 
press over the apparent failure of the Council 
of Ministers to agree on anything except the 
magnitude of their problems. Yet there was no 
real reason to expect that blitz-peace could be 
written following blitz-war. 

Three of the council of five are newcomers 
to their Foreign Minigtries—the Chinese, the 
Briton and the American. No one of them 
could possibly come fully prepared to handle 
the thorniest issues in a not too familiar field, 
Not one of the three men has even had a good 
chance to get to know even his own department 
of his own government. 

In the second place, the council met too soon 
after Potsdam. Another month of preparation 
would have made less necessary Mr. Molotov’'s 
insistent, sometimes confusing but certainly in- 
telligent preoccupation with just how the con- 
ference should function and what should be its 
pattern of procedure. 

In the third place, closed-door diplomacy, as 
Vienna and Versailles taught us of statecraft, is 
always shackled by tensions, power contests and 
horse-trading that publicly-conducted diplomacy 
is less impeded by. Public opinion is too crit- 
ical to tolerate too much power politics in the 
business of peace-making, when it knows what 
is going on. 

And in the fourth place, no single power 
brought to the conference a willingness to set- 
tle all matters on the side of simple justice, and 
to accept in almost every instance the advice of 
unprejudiced experts instead of the pressure of 


' self-interest. 


The failure of this session of the council, then, 
is disappointing but in no sense a surprise. There 
will be other disappointments, more jockeying 
for power bloc position and more friction be- 
tween Russian and Western ideologies, unless 
the peace-makers are willing to throw off old 
forms. It takes a new kind of diplomacy to 
make a new kind of world. 
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Rumble of the Anti-Labor Storm 


The House Ways and Means Committee major- 
ity was being both unfair and petty when it laid 
aside the bills for higher unemployment com- 
pensation, with the excuse that the increase in 
strikes justified its inaction. 

This is unfair because it holds up an import- 
ant piece of legislation, and so will penalize 
thousands who are not on strike, but have lost 
or will lose their jobs because of reconversion. 
It is petty because it is a mere pretext, and an 
effort to convert public disapproval of strikes 
into disapproval of fair unemployment benefits, 

However, unfair and petty though the com- 
mittee’s action is, it presents only one example 
of the anti-labor moves that are sure to result 
in Congress if the strike wave is not checked. 
Labor’s over-quickness on the trigger in pushing 
its wage demands and the wildcat strikes staged 
by the irresponsible element are an invitation to 
the enemies of unionism to do their worst. 

The committee’s action in shelving the unem- 
ployment compensation bills is just the first 
rumble of the approaching storm. The warning 
therein is plain for all union leaders and mem- 
bers. 
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To Sleep, Perchance 


The difficulties of going to sleep in a mansion

Gov. Donnelly non-partisan sympathy. The Gov- 
ernor has steeled himself to drowsiness despite 
the whistling of the trains at the foot of the 
bluff beneath his window.

The only step which will bring home to 
the Japanese in convincing terms that they, 
in common with all other aggressors, must 
pay for their aggressiveness, is to put 
Emperor Hirohito on trial as a war crim- 
inal, 

Failure to put 
would be a tragic mistake.

ism. He is one of 
the greatest aggres- 
sors of history. In- 
numerable crimes of 
indescribable hor- 
ror against the 
helpless and the in- 
offensive have been 
committed in his 
name and for his 
sake. He is the 
symbol of state and 
church used. by the 
war lords in gen-° 
erating Japa- 
nese fanaticism. 

He fs the God 
Emperor, in the direction of whose im- 
perial palace millions of Japanese faced 
and prostrated- themselves in the dust in 
abject apology for their failure to kill 
enough Americans to win the war. The 
Japanese newspapers said that the tears 
flowed unchecked as they sought forgive- 
ness because their efforts were not enough. 

If we are to bring home to the Japanese 
the error of their ways and the magnitude 
of their defeat, it is imperative that Hiro- 
hito be tried as any other human who has 
sinned against humanity. In this way we 
can use the blind worship of the Emperor 
as a god, studiously cultivated for some 80 
years, to lay the foundations of a lasting 


peace. 


To Root Out the Myth 


His trial will strip him of the false divin- 
ity with which he has been cloaked, and 
the Japanese people can see how they have 
been duped in having sacrificed themselves 
for a power-seeking tyrant posing as a god. 
If we were to leave this arch-criminal on 
his throne without even trying him for 
his crimes, we will forever perpetuate the 
fiction of his godliness and the myth that 
he is the Son of Heaven.

If Hirohito is not dealt with as the 
ordinary war criminal in Germany and 
Japan, it will be accepted history in Japan 
within the next five years that the great 
Japanese Army was on the verge of over- 
whelming all its adversaries, and would 
have shortly done so but for the benevo- 
lence of the Son of Heaven, 

How can we expect the average Jap, 
steeped as he already is in the invincibility 
of the God-Emperor system, ever to accept 
defeat, if it is to be constantly dinned in 
his ears that the whole world arrayed 
against the Emperor accepted the theory 
of his divinity, and that, despite the ad- 
vantages of. overwhelming force and the 
atomic bomb, none dared profane the per- 
son or the prerogatives of the Son of 
Heaven?

Story of an Oklahoma Boyhood 
In the State’s Pioneer Days 


“The Cherokee Strip: An Oklahoma Boyhood,” by 
Marquis James. (Viking Press, New York.) 
This volume puts in print some fascinat- 

ing tales of the early years of the biog- 

rapher who won Pulitzer prizes for his 
works on Sam Houston and Andrew Jack- 
son. At his best when telling stories, his 
book is no introduction to autobiography, 
for it lacks the air of stuffy self-justifica- 
tion which pervades too many such histo- 
ries, Rather, the volume grew out of stories 

James used to tell his small daughter about 

his boyhood in the Cherokee Strip. 

Born in Springfield, Mo., in 1891, Mark 
moved to Enid at the age of 3, and this is 
the story of how he grew up in one of 
the treasure-trove regions of the South- 
west. The pages reveal a youth spent in 
an era and area of famous bandits, a youth 
absorbing the tales of the “run” that opened 
the Strip to settlement. He grew up on a 
claim his father staked in the famous run. 

The gambling spirit which had led the 
elder James to join in the rush for the 
new lands also was basic to an ill-fated 
ice-house enterprise that lost the claim. 
Then the family settled in nearby Enid, 
There young Mark learned the life of the 
city streets, suffered youth’s phobias and 
complexes, agonized over the trials of 
achool, envied the tramp printers who blew 
into town from the great outside world, 

* - - 


After finishing the eighth grade, Mark 
wangled a summer job as a reporter on 
the Enid Events, bitterly regretting that it 
wasn't as an apprentice printer. Thence- 
forward the successes and failures of his 
nose for news kept him busy. His vivid 
awareness of the springs of human feeling 
and his sense of the incongruities of life 
made his writing a success from the start. 

As he recalls his early ambitions about a 
great career in journalism to reform man- 
kind, James records that, “For all my far- 
ranging ambitions and lifting of eyes to 
the hills, most of what I wrote was .pure 
Oklahoma, grassroots Cherokee Strip.” But 
it was to the liking of the people of Enid, 
his pay envelope swelled a little and he 
developed into the family support for his 
mother and himself. Then at 21, he took 
off for foreign fields—Kansas City, and the 
tall tales of Enid come to an end. 

James owes a great debt to his cub years 
in Enid, “I labored to extract the gold of 
the unusual from the ore of the common- 
place,” he says, and the practice has paid 
him rich dividends.

There is no evidence, how- 
ever, that anything has been done 
about this. 


British Voice Concern. 

In the heavily industrialized

The British have made known 
to American authorities their ex- 
treme concern over the prospect 
of freezing and starvation, par- 
ticularly in the Ruhr area, First 
appeals are expected to come from 
this area, 

What happens on these imme- 
diate problems of food, clothing 
and national economic organiza- 
tion—or , disorganization—will fix 
in the months immediately ahead 
a pattern of German existence for 
the long future.

In brief, Premier Reynaud, who 
is a weak man under a haughty 
appearance, who was pulled in op- 
posite directions by a divided en- 
tourage, showed himself unable to 
fulfill the role of a leader with 
which France had entrusted him 
in a tragic time. 

That will no doubt be the defini- 
tive judgment, when history re- 
lates impartially the French 
events of 1940. 


Doubts Reynaud Story. 

I want to complete my demon- 
stration by 
naud’s attitude was after his 
resignation. I will speak only of 
one question which is especially 
interesting from an American 
point of view. 

Reynaud says that in 1940 he 
refused the post of ambassador to 
Washington offered to him by Pe- 
tain.

He was in particular very near 
the new Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Paul Baudouin, his former 
personal aid, who was trying in 
all friendliness to help his former 
ehief. 

At first, it is true, he did refuse 
Baudouin’s offer of the ambassa- 
dorship because he still hoped to 
come back to power after the ex- 
pected failure of Petain. Later 
he changed his mind. He gave 
his help to Petain in sending 
pressing cables in his favor to 
Churchill and Roosevelt, The then 
French ambassador in Washing- 
ton, Count de Saint Quentin, was 
ordered to seek the Secretary of 


' State’s approval of Reynaud.

On June 20, 1940, despite strong 
opposition from Weygand in the 
council of ministers, I was dele- 
gated by Petain and the cabinet 
to go to North Africa with Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun, with the 
presidents of the two French as- 
semblies and with the ministers I 
was to choose.

She begged me to see the Presi- 
dent of the Republic at once and 
to have him sign Reynaud’s ap- 
pointment to Washington. 

Thus, paradoxically, I, who am 
now accused by Reynaud of hav- 
ing worked by subterfuge for a 
capitulation, was then trying to 
zo abroad to head French re- 
sistance, while my accuser, who 
claims to have been the hero of 
that resistance, was intriguing to 
go aboard to represent the gov- 
ernment of the armistice in the 
United States! 

With that, the case is settled. 
History will not confirm the glor- 
jous judgment that Reynaud 
makes about himself.

There is no disposition by the 
Republicans to attribute to the 
Governor any part in the Allison 
plan, it being generally recognized 
that there is little if any friendly 
feeling between the two. The Gov- 
ernor said today that he had no 
knowledge of the bills until in- 
formed they had been introduced. 

It is Allison’s theory that very 
little legislation is necessary to

They must have 
tenure, too, for this gives them 
freedom to introduce new and 
valuable subjects which will even- 
tually prove their worth, but 
which, because they are new, 
often seem dangerous to locali- 
ties that have not had the oppor- 
tunity of watching educational 
experiments in other areas.

Refashion Your Fi

F you are figure conscious (and you can’t help but be with 
ic inspiration of the new fashions) this is the month to 
refashion your silhouette by diligent exercising and dieting.

(1) Stand with feet parallel, arms bent at the elbows, | 


shoulder level, with fingers pointing toward head. You must 
keep elbows high. Thrust arms straight out, then on another 
count bring them to hips and at the same time lower body to 
squatting position with knees together—keeping spine erect. 
It will be difficult at first to hold your balance and to keep 
your balance and to keep your spine erect.

and scissor in mid-air. Rest before tackling second half of

Thrust legs and hips in air as before, then stretch 
one leg at a time and try to touch floor with toes. That takes 
perserverence but the stretching is wonderful for the body.

The students of Highlander 
Folk School had studied while it 
was day and now, for their re- 
ward, they were having a frolic, 
for this is a school where work 
isn’t all.

Highlander Folk School teaches 
that in union there is strength 
and students come to learn how 
better to use their strength in the 
workers’ unions for the betterment 
of their lot. 

It had been a typical day at 
the school—typical at least of one 
important part of its teaching— 
a workers’ institute for union 
leadership training. Significantly, 
too, it marked the development 
of a new phase of the school’s 
program, the identification of. in- 
dustrial workers with farmers, the 
g0al which Myles Horton had set 
when he founded the school in

Catherine Winston, a member of 
the staff and editor of the Ten- 
nessee CIO News, a slight figure 
with the smoldering fire of a 
zealot in her slumbrous eyes, 
spoke earnestly, in a strong voice, 
of the workers’ need of keeping 
prices down as well as keeping 
wages up. What good was it, she 
asked, to get high wages if they 
had to spend it all for high-priced 
consumer goods, She explained 
the working of the co-operative 
movement that started in England 
and stressed the need of workers 
and farmers joining hands in this 
country. 

Ermone Fay Johnson, | staff 
member and educational director 
of the National Farmers’ Union, 
told of the progress that had 
been made by the farmers through 
co-operation. 

Horton urged organization of 
the workers and farmers to set up 
a short cut from the farmers to 
the consumers, eliminate middle- 
men’s profits, so that farmers 
would get more and consumers 
pay less. He reminded the hosiery 
workers that there was a differ- 
ence between what they got for 
making stockings and what the 
farm girl paid for them. Political- 
ly, if the workers and the farm- 
ers pulled together, they could 
outvote the others. He urged the 
formation of consumer groups to 
buy direct from the producers, It 
wouldn't be easy but neither was 
it easy when they started their 


union. 
ee. 

AFSKY pointed out the simi- 
R larity between the labor union 

and the co-operative, Both were 
democratic. Unionists, organized 
as consumers, could bargain for 
prices as they now bargain for 
wages. It would be a slow process 
but a well-trained group like the 
hosiery workers could make a 
start on food and groceries. It 
was such a start that the High- 
lander Folk School was trying to 
bring about. The same spirit that 
had made the union succeed 
would make the co-operative suc- 
ceed. 

It was the way, Horton said, to 
get power. “Unions and oo-opera- 
tives, if they get together, can 
run the show.” 

The discussion ended when the 
dinner bell rang and Mary Lee 
Mack, from Ratcliffe College, a 
student for the summer preparing 
her thesis, broke in from the 
kitchen door: “Say, if you want 
to eat, how about some help set- 
ting the tables?” 

The students set the tables and 
brought the food that other stu- 
dents had prepared and the as- 
sembly room was quickly turned 
into a dining room. Afterward 
they cleared the tables and 
washed the dishes and sat in 
groups on the grass in front of 
the school, waiting for the after- 
noon classes. Toward .the end of 
the day school] was dismissed and 
the students went on hikes or 
joined in volleyball on the back 
campus. The dinner bell called 
them to the evening meal. When 
it was dark enough, Rafsky put 
on a picture show to illustrate the 
handling of grievances and then 
the floor was cleared for folk 
dancing, with Ermone Johnson 
tireless in calling the figures and 
the students tireless in stepping 
to the tunes, 

Myles Horton, born and brought 
up in Tennessee, getting an edu- 
cation at Cumberland University, 
the University of Chicago and 
Union Theological Seminary and 
spending a year in European 
study, was interested in rural- 
urban sociology, which seemed to 
him the most important problem 
in America and in a synthesis of 
religion with the larger economic 
and social problems, especially in 
the south. He wanted to start a 
school for the instruction of in- 
dustrial workers and their ulti- 
mate identification with farmers. 
He needed somebody to go in with 
him, He heard about Don West, 
who was teaching in the moun- 
tains. They met in North Caro- 
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IS, “IN UNION THERE IS STRENGTH." 


lina and found themselves like- 
minded. Together they set out to 
start a school. 

Dr. Lillian W. Johnson of Mem- 
phis had a summer home two 
miles back in the woods from 
Monteagle, center of southern con- 
servative culture, and there she 
had established a community cen- 
ter for the help of the mountain 
people who did not fit into the 
Monteagle picture,

ORTON told Dr. Johnson what 
He wanted to do and she liked 

the idea. She turned her house 
over to him and West for a year 
to see what they could do, They 
didn’t get very far that first year. 
Horton is not sure whether it was 
four students or six that they had. 
At the end of the year West, quite 
understandably, went away, but 
Horton stayed. Dr. Johnson must 
have liked his spirit, for she 
turned over to him the house and 
200 acres of rocky land, Horton, 
knowing that progress would be 
slow, set himself to establish a 
school for the building up of more 
democracy in the south by train- 
ing progressive leaders to organize 
unions and co-operatives. 

As a starter he made the school 
co-operative. The property is 
owned by the permanent staff, in- 
corporated as trustees, operating 
under a policy fixed by an execu- 
tive council composed of the staff 
and leaders of organized labor. 
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When the schoo! was started there 
were few unions and few progres- 
sive leaders in the south, The 
new school was looked upon with 
disfavor and distrust. Horton and 
his associates were called com- 
munists. Folks who sojourn at 
Monteagle Assembly in the sum- 
mertime still call them that and 
from here all the way down into 
Mississippi people can be found 
who sniff or snort whenever High- 
lander School is mentioned. Not 
laboring people though, There are 
many unions in the south now 
and they are strong. One of the 
strongest is that of the Hosiery 
Workers. They were the first or- 
ganized group to indorse_ the 
school. Now all the unions do. 
The American Federation of La- 
bor in 1935 declared by resolution 
that any attack on Highlander 
School was an attack on labor. 


Horton, who always believed 
that the trace movement was the 
soundest basis for democratizing 
the south, beholds what has come 
to pass and is a happy man. He 
views it as a part of the growing 
liberalism of the south. 


Growth of the school began 
when the unions began sending 
students to be trained in leader- 
ship. Now they send more than 
can be accommodated. This year

there have been 120 resident stu- 
dents taking courses of a week 
to a month, That is the capacity 
of the school, though it has been 
enlarged to twice its original size. 
Conferences and institutes for 
groups of workers are held at in- 
tervals through the year. The 
school is the recognized union cen- 
ter of the southern area and also 
has political importance. The Po- 
litical Action Committee for Ten- 


nessee was organized here. Stu- 
dents come from all over the 
southeast, sent by their unions 
and with their expenses, $100 a 
month for room, board and tui- 
tion, paid by the unions. More 
than a third of the school’s finan- 
cial support comes from individ- 
ual subscriptions of $1 up. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt is top contributor 
with $125 a year. Other contribu- 
tions are from unions and liberal 
foundations. An effort is now be- 
ing made to raise $65,000 for a 
dormitory and a library building. 


For the teaching there is a staff 
of seven. Horton’s wife, Zilphia, 
teaches music and dramatics. 
Ermone Fay Johnson is educa- 
tional director. Catherine Winston 
is going to take Horton’s place 
as active director so that he can 
give full time to building up the 
relations between the unions and 
the farmers, 

Up to now Horton’s biggest 
problem hag been to get the la- 
bor and farm groups together. 
“Now, by golly,” he exults, “we're 
beginning to do it.” As state rep- 
resentative of the National Farm- 
ers’ Union he has unlimited re- 
sponsibility and opportunity to do 
things for the farmers of Tennes- 
see.

Sunday he is up and at it furious- 
ly again determined to make a 
day of it. The same fast pace is 
continued, but more of it, and 
Monday he ia feeling fit but awful- 
ly tired. 

Thus the vast majority of golf- 
ers exemplify the wrong side of 
golf. 

Let's look at the right side. 
Take your time, eat slow, digest 
well, play nine holes instead of 
18, but play the round well and 
let it be free of Irritation and 
nerves. Don't make the day too 
long or strenuous. Watch your 
refreshments, and retire reason- 
ably early. Next day play either 
in the morning or afternoon, but 
not all day. 

This much is certain about any 
sport: condition is everything, 
and without it you are unable to 
campete with the fellow that has 
it. Don’t fool yourself. Use good 
common sense, it will always guide 
you properly. Understand, am 
100 per cent for golf if played 
wisely. The older you are the 
more wisely you should play. This 
has reference to time, exertion, 
exposure, etc., rather than finesse. 
At the age of 70 you should either 
discard the game or play it with 
such respect for physical disturb- 
ance as to make it unattractive.
